... Ross Bishop Memorial Scholarship for, the student obtaining the highest mark in) Social Studies 30, Mr. 
Bishop taught at Vic during the fifties)and moved on to the Principalship at Balwin Junior High. 
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DM pou know ... 


... that the first Victoria High School was built in 1910? A regular ‘little red brick schoolhouse’ with eleven classrooms and one lab. It was the 
only high school in Edmonton until 1912. Vic overflowed in 1914 so the commercial section was moved to McDougall High where it remained 
until returning to Vic in 1951. 

In 1946 the new Victoria Composite High (that section that faces 101 St. and the shop wing) was started and opened in 1949-51. It was the first 
school to have a swimming pool and cafeteria. 

In 1960 the old brick Vic came down to make way for the new Victoria Vocational High School (the west section). These two schools operated 
independently until 1965 when they amalgamated to form the present Victoria Composite High School. 


did you know ... 


... that from the halls you now tread have emerged many men and women who are famous locally, nationally and internationally. The list in- 
cludes Rhode Scholars, actors, actresses, fliers, sports figures, entertainers, business men, politicians and educators. The list is far too long for all 
to be mentioned but following are some that were or are big news. 


did you know ... 


... that back in 1918, in the spring of the year that saw the end of the first world war, the famous World War 1 German flying ace Red Baron 
Manfred von Ritchtofen was shot down ... to his death. Hw was shot down by Captain Roy Brown, a Victoria graduate, as he was zeroing in on 
a British plane with a crippled engine piloted by another Vic graduate, Wilf ‘Wop’ May. The Red Baron has been immortalized in song and verse 
but especially in the comic strip ‘‘Peanuts’’ in which Snoopy becomes Roy Brown. A song written about Snoopy’s endeavors, was popular in the 
1960s. 

... Wop May became a bush pilot of note and helped open up the north. He received the McKee trophy in 1929 in recognition of his contribution 
to flying in Western Canada. In 1932 he spotted the ‘mad trapper’, Albert Johnson, most wanted on the R.C.M.P. list, from the air which led to 
his capture. In 1935 he was made a member of the Order of the British Empire. 

... another Vic graduate flyboy to reach international fame was Grant McConachie. He started his flying career in 1929 with the R.C.A.F. He 
formed a number of airlines, Western Canadian Airlines and Yukon Southern to name two. He became president of Canadian Pacific Airlines 
where he remained until his death in 1963. His biography makes good reading. 

.. and of course we’ve all heard of Wardair. Well, Max Ward attended Vic in the late 1940’s. His company’s chartered flights now travel the 
world. 


did you know ... 


... during the 1920’s to 1940 the ‘Commercial Grads’ girls’ basketball team won fame throughout the western world. In 1922 they won their first 
Canadian title and never lost a Canadian series after. They won the international against Cleveland in 1923 and never lost it in seventeen years of 
competition. They won world titles at four exhibition games held in conjunction with the Olympics in Paris, Amsterdam, Los Angeles and Berlin. 
Women’s basketball was not then an Olympic event. They played 522 official games, losing only twenty. They had two consecutive winning 
streaks of 147 and 78 games and played several seasons without a loss. They played both mens and womens teams using both sets of rules. The 
‘Commercial Grads’ disbanded in 1940 when the Government took over the arena for the Commonwealth air training program. 


did you know ... on the screens of television and movies have appeared the faces of Vic grads? 

... 1940’s student, Olga Laruska, who adopted the stage name Dianne Foster, rose from modelling in Toronto to acting on the stage in London, 
England, to the movies of Hollywood, acting with such noteables as Charlton Heston, Edward G. Robinson, Glenn Ford and Mickey Rooney, 
Marriage and children slowed her career. 

... Leslie Neilsen, a Vic graduate of 1942 is still prominent in the movies. 

... Arthur Hiller, another 40’s Vic student became famous as a movie director in Hollywood. 

... and closer to home, Joe Schoctor, the man behind the Citadel Theatre, attended Vic in the early A0’s. 

... William Hawrelak, a Vic graduate in 1931, at the age of 15, attended Queens University in the law faculty, took up full-time farming and was 
vice-president of the Alberta Farmers’ Union at the age of 21. He and his family moved to Edmonton in 1945 and in 1949 he was elected 
alderman, in 1951 mayor and held the position for eight consecutive years. He was elected mayor again in 1964 and again in 1974. He died while 
in office November 19, 1975. 

... Mel Hurtig, another Vic graduate of the early fifties, is a well known Canadian book publisher and has twice been named Canadian Book 
Publisher of the year. He has many laurels to his credit. 

... and more recently, just from Vic’s performing art department: 

... Evelyn Quaife, a Vic student of the 1960’s has performed on stage in ‘‘Hair’’ and many operas in New York and throughout the world. 

... Earl Klein (Vic 73-75) - an actor. Last appeared in the film, ‘‘First Blood’’, with Sylvester Stallone. 

... Lloyd Fitzsimmons (Vic 73-74) - is the production manager of the Belfry Theatre, Victoria. 

... Cheryl Clelland (Vic - early ’70’s) - stage manager, Citadel Theatre. 

... Brad Frazer (Vic 74-76) - playwright-in-residence, Theatre Pas Maurie, Toronto. 

... Michael Charrois (Vic 80-81) - playwright-in-residence, Theatre Workshop, Toronto. 

... Prudence Olynik (Vic 74-75) - make-up and costume design, B.C. T.V. and make-up for Edmonton Opera. 

... Scott Harris (Vic early 70’s) - a dancer with Alberta Ballet. 

... John Tralaven (Vic early 70’s) - actor, Red Deer. 

... Don Snider (Vic 73-74) - Technical Director, Victoria Composite. 

... Susan Woywitka (Vic - early sixties) - local T.V. commercials. 

... Richard Gishler (Vic 64-66) - professional actor. 

... George Blonaheim (early 70’s) - musician for Cheech & Chong - last movie. 

... Dianne Kitchon Unger and Jeff Unger (Vic - mid 70’s) - stage managers, choreographer, musicians about town.
